HE Marfhal Duke of Berwick was 
expected at Saragoffa by the 26th In- 
ftant, after having given Directions for 
the Troops commanded by Count Ma- 
honi and the Chevalier d’ Asfelt to con- 
tinue the Blockade of Denia and Alicant. During 
the late Siege of Alcoy, 1500 Miquelets who had 
drawn together at Penaguila, detach’d 200 Men to 
convoy Powder and other Ammunition into the be- 
fieg'd Place, but they were met and defeated by a 
Party of the Befiegers, who took the Ammunition 
and fome Letters by which they were inform’d ot 
the Wants of the befieged; and this contributed 
much to the Reduction of the Place. After the ta- 
king of Alcoy, a Detachment was fent to atrack 
Penaguila, but the Miquelets abandon’d it though 
it was ftroager than Alcoy, and difpers’d themfelves, 
That donc, the Army march’d in two Bodies towards 
the Coaft, and found the Country under a general 
Terrour and Confternation, the Enemy having per- 
{waded the People that they would all be pur co the 
Sword and pillag'd: But Count Mahoni made the 
Troops obferve fuch exac& Difcipline, that thofe 
People return’d with Joy to the Obedience of their 
lawful Soveraign. The Places that Submitted, are

14 Ships of 50 Guns the lighteft, befides others of 
leis Force. For the {peedy Manning of thefe Squa- 
drons, an Imbargo is jJaid on all Privateers and other 
Shipping in the faid Ports. 


Paris, Feb. 13. ‘* The Letters from the Court 
* of Madrid would perfwade us, that the Spaniards 
* are very forward co shew their Affection to King 
‘ Philip, by paying readily the Free-Gift demanded 
of them; and that that Supply comes in very faft 
from the Provinces, Curies, and even from the 
Clergy. ‘Lis pretended chat the Advantages 
which have f{ucceeded ihe taking of Alcoy, have 
contributed nova hile co that Forwardnc{s; tor the 
Forces of the two Crowns are Mafteis of the 
Country from Saragoffa to the Sea, and having cur 
otf the Communication between Denia and Ali- 
cant, promife themfelves co be foon Mafters of the 
firft of thole Places, even before the opening cf 
the Campaign. King Philip has written to the 
Duke of Orleans, preifing his fpeedy Return, and 
affuring him that every thing relating to the Army 
is already on fo good a Foot, that nothing but his 
Prefence is wanting to compleat the Mea{ures pro- 
per to be taken. Hercupon, his Royal Highnefs 
having been pofitively affur’d anew by the King, 
that he wilinot let him want the neceffary Sums 
for the Campaign, is preparing to be gone for 
Spain ina few Days: And Part of his Retinue 
have already iet forward. "Tis reckon’d that on 
his Arrival,the Projects form'd in the King’s Council 
will be begun to be put in Execution, the Seafon 
permitting. In the mean time,the Troops that are to 
act againtt Portugal have already pafs’d Madrid, 
and ‘tis propos’d to have an Army on that Side of 
15000 Men and upwards, French and Spaniards. 
The King bas made no Alteration of the Generals 
that commanded his Armies the laft Campaign : 
Only the Marthal de Teffe is to ftay at home rhe 
enfuing Summer, and fo is the Duke de Ja Feuil- 
Jade. ’Tis not certain that the Duke of Berwick 
will command in Provence: Moft Men think him 
too neceflary on the Side of Portugal to be dif- 
penc’d with ; and the Marquis de Bay too much 
a Spaniard, thac is to fay, too flow for Enterpizes 
that require a quick and vigorous Execution. 
Pars, Feb, 16. ‘ The Duke of Orleans’s Depar- 
ture is deferr'd only till real Security be given him 
that he fhall be fully {upply’d with Money for the 
Campaign. That Prince having intirely facisfy'd 
the King of his Zeal for his Service, bis Majefty 
eafily affents to all his Propofizions, the rather be- 
canfe he feconds them with fuch clear Reafons, thar 
they find a generalApprobation in the Covncil. ’Tis 
owing to his Inftances that the Duke de Noaiiles’s 
Body of Troops in Rouffillon isto be reinforced 
with 7ooo Men, who are order’d to haflen their 
March with ail convenient Expedition. His 
Royal Hignefs’s Aim is, to enable that Duke 
to execute (peedily what he is order’d, that they 
may afterwards joyn their Forces. The Duke cf 
Berwick is fent for to Court: Men reafon vaiioufly 
upon it; ded the better fort can hardly thirk the 
King will put fuch a kind of Slur upon bim to 
employ him in Provence, while other Parts afford 
a betrer Field for a General of his Bravery.
